The Barnes memorial is a long docu- 
ment, embodying the confessions of 
White and Holstlaw that they were 
bribed to vote for Lorimer; the bribery 
indictment against Lee O'Neil Browne. 
and otherwise summarizes the allega- 
tions heretofore published as affecting 
Lorimer’s election. 

This memorial now places formal 
charges before committee and a basis 
of action, which it has not had before. 

As a part of the memorial Senator 
Cullom incerporated a personal letter 
to him from Barnes, who Stated that as 
president of the league he was deeply 
interested in seeing that a thorough 
investigation was made of “‘the corrupt 
methods pursued in the State Legisla- 
ture in the past two years.’’

» Dr. William C. Gorgas, ganitary offi- 
of the Panama Zone and retiring 
president of the association, called the 
convention to order, and the Rev. Dr. 
Charles S. Mills of Pilgrim Congrega- 
tional Church offered prayer.

“T have heard you criticised as a trust.

Law Needs Cleansing. 

“In a few vears I hope the National 
Government will be convinced of the 
fruitlessness of appropriating millions 
of dollars annually for the welfare of 
our cattle, sheep and hogs, and only 
a few paltry dollars for that of our 
men, women and children. 

“In your profession, you have driv- 
en out quacks and impostors. But in 
the legal ranks we still ‘have our 
charlatans, our ambulance-chasers, 
our pettifoggers, our lobbyists, and 
our eminent attorneys who advise 
their clients how to dodge the law 
and obtain immunity through their 
standing and political pull. 

“The Augean stables of 
need to be cleansed, as 
purified medicine.”’ 

Gov. Hadley’s address 
cheered by the delegates. 

Dr, Pearse urged the delegates to en- 
list for the battle against whisky manu- 
facturers “and other opponents of the 
Government’s sanitary and medical 
laws.”’ 

“We welcome your aid,” he said, “in 
the battle to uplift she people of the 
United States. But snarling at your 
heels come the manufacturers of whis- 
ky, of impure foods, and of adulterated 
drugs. They are attacking vou right 
and left. But I say to you, in the words 
of a certain general: ‘Wade right in, 
boys.

Kreismann’s Speech Brief. 

Mayor Kreismann did not speak more 
than one-half minute. He said that Gov. 
Hadley, by virtue of his office, was also 
Mayor of St. Louis, and that whatever 
the Governor said had the stamp of au- 
thority upon it. 

“I am glad to welcome you to our 
city,” he said. 

Dr. W. G. Moore, in addressing the 
convention, said that Gov. Hadley and 
Mayor Kreismann were two of the most 
useful men in the country.

A TON ON COAL IN SIGHT 


OF 30 CENTS” 
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Manufacturers Railway 


Ferrying Its Cars Over River Before 
Free Bridge Is Built. 


Co. Will Make Price by 





The Manufacturers’ Railway will begin 


delivering coal in St. Louis at a freight 


rate of 30 cents a ton long before the 
free bridge is completed, according to 
President George F. Moore. 

When the Manufacturers’ Raltlway 
completes its Illinois conneetions it will 
put a ferry system into operation to 
deliver coal not only to its lines in South 
St. Louis, but also to points in »North 
St. Louis. Even after the free bridge’ 
is completed the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
way will continue to use its ferries. 

The franchise of the Manufacturers’ 
Railway Co. requires that its maximum 
rate for delivering coal into St. ' outs 
from any point within 10 miles of the 
City Hall of East St. Louis shall be 30 
cents a ton. 

The company, under its ordinance, can- 
not charge more than that rata It is 
declared by persons interested that the 
terms of the ordinance fixing the coal 
rate, and the preparations. of the com- 
pany for hauling coal into St. Louis, are 
said to be responsible, in a large meas- 
ure, for the warfare that is being made 
upon the road by the Terminal Assecia- 
tion and its allies. 

will Not Join Traffic Bureaa. 

The Manufacturers’ Raliway will not, 
it is announced, be a member of the 
Coal Traffic Bureau, which fixes all 
coal rates from the Tilinois flelds to St. 
‘Louis. The cheapest rate in effect from 
the Illinois mines to St. Louis is 52 cents 
a ton. The rate to Hast St. Louis is 32 
cents a ton. 

The rate of the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
way to St. Loufs will be 2 cents a ton 
cheaper than the rate to East St. Louis. 

It is predicted that the bridge arbi- 
trary of 20 cents a ton on Coal will have 
to be abolished by the other railroads 
when the Manufacturing Rallway enters 
the field as @ coal carrying road. 

It is also intimated that persons vi- 
taliy interested in the coal business may 
institute proceedings against the Coal 
Traffic Bureau for violation of the antt- 
trust laws. 

The Department, of Justice in Wash- 
ington has been fully informed as to 
the legal status of the Coal Traffic Bu- 
reau, and former Attorney-General 
Knox promised to file suit against it. 
A change in the Attorney-General’s of. 
fice prevented the suit being fled about 
two years ago. 

No Need of cogs Says Railroad 


ee EPO ar

told a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday } 


that if the St. Louls Shippers and Mu- 
nicipal ittee would institute pro- 
ceedings inst the Coal Traffic Bu- 
reau, on the ground 
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quickly drive the railroads to cover. 

The same authority declared that 
there was absolutely no necessity for 
the railroads to increase their rates at 
the present time. He said the increased 
revenue, due to the abolition of rebates 
and passes, more than compensates the 
railroads for the additional outlay for 
material and labor. 

It is declared that a few years ago the 
rafilroads made a rebate of not less than 
331-3 per cent to big shippers on all 
seaboard freight. 

The destruction of the rebate system 
enables the railroads to get at least 
one-third more revenue out of the traf- 
fic than under former conditions. ex- 
perts declare. 

President Moore of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Railway Co. declined Tuesday t> 
discuss in detail the company’s plans 
for carrying coal into St. Louis. He 
ceclared that the company would be 
forced into the coal carrying business 
aS a matter of self-protection.

A recent effort by a large number 
of railroad companies to increase 
rates for interstate transportation 
of persons and property caused me 
to direct the Attorney-General to 
bring a suit and secure from the 
United States Court in Missouri an 
injunction restraining the operation 
of such increased rates during the 
pending of the proceedings. 

This action led to a conference with 
the representatives of the railroad 
companies so enjoined and the 
agreement by each of them to with- 
draw the proposed increase of reies 
effective on or after June 1 and not 
to file any further attempted in- 
creases until after the erlactment into 
law of the pending bill to amend the 
interstate commerce act, or the ad- 
journment of the Congress; with the 
further understanding that on the 
enactment of such law each would 
‘gubmit to the determination of the 
Inierstate Commerce Commission "he 
questicn of the reasonableness of all 
increases that each might thereafter 
propose. 

It is now heme that all of the other 
railroad companies will take like ac- 
tion. In order, however, that each 
may have the benefit of a speedy de- 
termination of ‘the question whether 
or not its propo increases in rates 
are justifiable, vision should be 
made by Congress to vest the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission with ju- 

risdictior over such questions as soon 
as possible.

In the annual address to the national 
tonvention of the American Medical 
Association, Dr. C. H.. Welch of Balti- 
more, founder of Johns Hopkins Medica! 
Bchool and the new president .of the 
organization, denounced the campaign 


against vivisection as “‘unmatched for 
recklessness of statement, slanderous 
misrepresentation and deceit.’’ 

The plan for a new and larger medical 
school at Washington University was 
warmly praised by Dr. Welch, and he 
took a stand against smaller indepen- 
fent medical colleges. He made an ur- 
gent plea for a Federal department of 
health, somewhat similar in organiza- 
On to the Department of Agriculture, 
and declared that the Government 
“should do far more. than it is doing 
for the promotion of public health.’’ 

Parts of the address follow: 

The anti-vivisectionists are en- 
gaged in an utterly hopeless un- 
dertaking in their attempts to 
convince the public that experi- 
mentation on animals is of little 
or no benefit to mankind. As 
all physictans know, these benefits 
are inestimable, and one is al- 
most inclined to welcome an agi- 
tation which has afforded us the 
opportunity to present to the 
public conclusive evidence upon 
this question in the admirable 
papers already published and in 
course of preparation.

BROWNE ACTS AS HIS OWN 
ATTORNEY AS TRIAL BEGINS 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 7.—More delay marked 
the efforts of State’s Attorney Wayman 
to bring Lee O'Neil Browne to trial! be- 
fore Judge McSurely today, even after 
Judge Kickham Scanlan denied the plea 
of the defense for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. 

Elbridge Hanety, counsel] for the de- 
fense, immediately filed a petition with 
Judge Scanlan for an appeal of his de- 
cision, waiting only until the attorneys 
for the prosecution had left the court- 
room, 

At the time, Browne was due to ap- 
pear in Judge McSurely’s court § Mr. 
Hanecy still was arguing on the appeal 
in Judge Scanlan’s court. When Browne 
failed to appear, Judge McSurely or- 
dered a forthwith capias served on him 
and his original bond of $15,000 forfeited. 
This bond had been surrendered before 
the habeas corpus writ was asked for, 





to take any cognizance of the arguments 
in Judge Scanlan’s court. 

After Hanecy’s argument for an ap- 
peal, Judge Scanlan adjourned court un- 
til 2 o’clock. 

Browne was taken befote Judge Mc- 
Surely shortly before noon. After arriv- 
ing, Browne's attorneys went outside to 
hold a conference and left Browne alone 
in the courtroom. Judge McSurely asked 
Browne where his counsel was and 
Browne replied that he did not know. 
The Judge offered to appoint counsel for 
him, but Browne refused. 

Shortly after noon, Judge McSurely 
ordered the examination of the venire- 
men to begin. Browne acted as his own 
attorney while Attorneys O'Donnell, 
 Hanecy, Erbstein and Forrest sat in an 
anteroom and refused to discuss the 
new turn in the case. 

Within a few minutes, however, 
Browne was released on his own recog- 
nizance and Judge McSurely postponed 
the case until 2:45 this afternoon.

Neither heat nor 
cold affects a beard. I would as soon 
think of cutting off my eye brows or 
shaving my arms as to shave my face.” 

Dr. Winslow Anderson. who has 
brought a fancy pair of. ‘Sister Seeleys” 
from San Francisco, saye he wears 
whiskers, not for the protection of his 
health, but simply because he wouldn't 
know what to do without them.

Dr. William H. Welch Rejoices in Attainments 
of His Pupils—Other Interesting Figures 
Attend Medical Convention. 





—_—_——- 


Dr. William H. Welch, who is presid- 
ing over the sessions of the doctors, was 
the founder of Johns Hopkins Medical 
School at Baltimore. He is a heavy-set, 
gray-whiskered man, exceedingly mod- 
est about his accomplishments and his 
learning. 

Dr. Welch was 63 years old April 8 last. 
He is a bachelor. ‘I have never loved 
anything except the science of medi- 
cine,”’ he says, when asked why he has 
never married. 

Pathology and bacteriology are Dr. 
Welch's specialties. He likes to plant 
germs in culture tubes and watch them 
grow. Six years before he organized 
Johns Hopkins, he opened the pathologi- 
cal laboratory in Bellevue Hospital Med- 
ical College. 

Dr. Welch is not a practitioner. He 
has been teaching since 18%, and appar- 
ently he is prouder of what some of his 
pupils have accomplished than of what 
he has accomplished. He taught Dr. 
Simon Flexner, who discovered the Flex- 
ner serum which is a proven cure for 
spinal meningitis. Many a mother, after 
her baby had been saved from what, 10 
years ago, was considered certain death, 
has called down blessings on the name 
of Dr. Simon Flexner. 

Dr. William T. Conselman, professor 
of pathology in Harvard, obtained his 
inspiration and a large part of his learn- 
ing from Dr. Welch. So did Dr. McKel- 
lum, teacher of pathology in Columbia 
University. 

Only one of the Flexners is attending 
this session. There are three brothers— 
a doctor, a teacher and a lawyer. They 
are Louisville (Ky.) men, originally. 
Simon is the doctor. Abraham is the 
teacher. Simon is with the Rockefeller 
Institute and Abraham with the Car- 
negie Foundation. Bernard, the third 
brother, is practicing law in Louisville. 


One of the largest doctors attending 
this session is Dr. A. T. McCormack 
of Bowling Green, Ky. He is 6 feet 
5, and proportionately broad. His spe- 
clalty is surgery. He is a son of Dr. 
J. M. McCormack, national organizer 
for the medical association, which Dr.

TO ABANDON PLANS 





Proposed Increase Is Prom- 
ised to Be Withdrawn 
Wthout Delay. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Railroad 
men of prominence were again in the 
White House today, where the final de- 
tails of the arrangement between the 
Government and the trunk lines regard- 
ing the freight rates problem were be- 
ing negotiated. S. M. Felton, president 
of the Chicago Great Western Railroad, 
and F.. A. Delano, president of the Wa- 
bash, who participated in the confer- 
ence yesterday afternoon, at which the 
agreement to withdraw the increased 
rates effective June 1 until after the 
new railroad bill becomes a law was 
reached, spent half an hour with Presi- 
dent Taft prior to the Cabinet meeting 
this morning. 

W. C. Brown, president of the New 
York Central lines, and James McCrea, 


president of the Pennsylvania System; 


will have a conference with President 
Taft and Attorney-General Wickersham 
late this afternoon, at which it is un- 
derstood they will ratify on behalf of 
the Eastern and Central trunk lines the 
agreement reached yesterday with the 
*Western Trunk Line Association. 
Chicago Confereuce Called. 

in this way all the proposed increases 
in rates. which the railroads have in 
view will be held up. until the law 
gives the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion the right to investigate all new 
rates and to suspend such increases 
as they deem unjust. 

Felton and Delano left Washington 
early this afternoon for Chicago, where 
they will report tomorrow to the West- 
ern Trunk Line Committee the result 
of the negotiations. They said they 
thought there would be little difficulty 
in carrying out the details of the with- 
drawals,of the new rates.

P. Morgan & Co., who was in Wash- 
ington today, gave out the following 
statement regarding the railroad situa- 
tion: 

“The railroad question affects manh- 
agers and owners of railroads, the man- 
agers of the Government, shippers, in- 
vestors and the public. The arrange- 
ment which President Taft and Attor- 
ney-General Wickersham have negoti- 
ated gives to all these interests what we 
have never heretofore had in this coun- 
try—an equally fair plan of procedure. 

“When it becomes effective, which wil! 
be in the very near future, the rail- 
roads, shippers, public, investors and 
the Government will no longer be con- 
tinually at variance with each other and 
the far-reaching, beneficial and perma- 
nent effect can scarcely be over-esti- 
mated.’’ 

Attorney-General Wickersham is the 
‘“‘voat’ and the strained relations be- 
tween the White House and the rail- 
road chieftains have been relieved. The 
tention was slackened by a compromise 
in which Mr. Taft agreed to drop the 
suit to dissolve the traffic pool. 

Thus are diplomatic relations restored 
and everybody made happy except Mr. 
Wickersham. 

The net result of the agreement be- 
tween the railroads and the adminis- 
tration is that for the next twenty or 
thirty days, until the railway bill is 
enacted, the railroads vannot collect pro- 
posed increased freigt* reies nor give 
notice of more increases. In exchange 
for this the railroads get immunity 
from prosecution under the Sherman act 
for making the pool which agreed to 
advance freight rates. 

The President's action followed a four- 
hour conference at the White House, 
at which were present the President, 
Secretary Knox, Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor Nagel, Attorney-General 
Wickersham, Presidential Secretary 
Charles D. Norton, President E. P. Rip- 
ley of the Santa Fe Railroad, Prest- 
dent Frederic A. Delano of the Wabash, 
President S. M. Felton of the Chicago 
Great Western Railroad and Walter 
D. Hines, acting chairman of the exec- 
utive board of the Santa Fe.’ 

The withdrawal of the suit will not be 
made until the railroad bill is passed, 
but, in effect, the agreement means the 
withdrawal of the suit. 

The Attorney-General left the White 
House saying nothing. He would not 
talk for publication. Neither would the 
railroad men. President Ripley of the 
Santa Fe was brusque. “No,” he said 
when asked for an expression. He would 
not even stop long enough to talk to 
his colleagues, who were in the lobby of 
the Willard Hotel. 

One of them, President Felton, when 
asked how the railroads liked the swap, 
said he had not decided Whether the 
substitution of the railroad bill as a reg- 
ulation of the railroad corporations for 
the Sherman law was agreeable to the 
railroads. 

Mr. Wickersham Angry. 

Mr. Wickersham is angry. He re- 
ferred all callers to the President’s 
statement. That he is convinced that 
his course is the proper one is manifest. 
He took it when the President was ab- 
rent from the city, got the President to 
ratify it and was enthusiastic for its 
prosecution. He wanted a test of the 
point raised by the Western shippers, 
which was that the railroads were if an 
illegal pool. He got the test and got an 
injunction against the rate increases 
agreed upon in the pool, The decision of 
the President to withdraw the suit was 
a blow to his professional -pride. 

At the conference yesterday the rail- 
road presidents declared that trickery 
had not been resorted to, and the an- 
nouncement of the new rates had not 
been accomplished clandestinely. There- 
upon Mr, Wickersham to!d the President 
of the evidence that had been given him 
that the railroads had attempted to in- 
crease the freight rates without suffi- 
cient warning to the shippers to enable 
them to protest to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

The anger of President Ripley and the 
other railroad presidents is not taken 
seriously. That the railroads got the 
better of the bargain was apparent. It 
is also shown that the whole issue has 
been raised premeditatedly. The rail- 
roads were chosen, as the most compact 
organization of capital in the country, 
to make a test with the administration 
on how far they can go. 

Future in Friendly Hands. 

The test was made. The Government 
appeared to have the strongest hand 
under the Sherman law. The railroads 
tried another method and by tentatively 
agreeing to the railway. bill, which was 
drawn with the advice of six railroad 
tresidents, have stayed the Sherman 
law and temporarily withdrawn their in- 
creases in rates. 

What Mr. Taft did for the Western 
railroads .will probably. be done for the 
Eastern and Central railroads today. 
W. C. Brown, president of the New 
York Central, has written the Presi- 


'} dent that he deplored the friction which 


had developed between the Department 
of Justice and the Western roads over 
the increase in freight rates, asked time 
to talk it over and said that other East- 
ern railroad officials would like the 
same opportunity. 

Mr. Taft replied with an Invitation to 
call at the White House today and 
bring with him President McCrea of the 
Pennsylvania lines, Others may come 
with them. | 

ahese officials are representative of 
the increase in rates contemplated _for 
points east of the Mississippi River. A}. 
ready the central territory lines have 
filed notice of increase in freight rates 
as a body, and the Eastern lines are 
doing 80 indepentiently.

Dr. Albert F. Zahm, secretary of the 
Washington Aero Club, was authorized 
by the meeting to write to the Wright 
brothers and Glenn H. Curtlis, winner 
of The World's $10,000 prizze, and ad- 
vise them of the action taken. 

The collection of this sum by the 
three cities was agreed to after Mr. 
Bell decided that Washington would 
not raise any sum for a single flight 
between the two cities. The conditions 
of tne contest, which is to be partici- 
pated in by machines of different type, 
will be arranged by committees of the 
aero clubs of the four cities.

OXFORD, England, June 7.—Theodore 
Roosevelt today delivered the Romanes 
lecture at Oxford University, taking for 
his subject, “Biological Analogies in 
History.” 

His wide-reaching them led the dis- 
tinguished American into many by- 
paths from his direct route and the ad- 
dress consisted of more than 13,000 
words, all of which were clearly heard 
by the large audience, though Mr. 
Roosevelt’s .voice grew husky at the 
end. , 

He found many instances in history 
from which a warning could be wrought 
for this day, and he discovered many 
monuments erected for the guidance of 
the English and American people. He 
said he believed these peoples were too 
nearly akin for their futures not to be 
in a measure dependent on one another. 

The lecture, in part, is as follows: 

“Free peoples can escape being mas- 
tered by others only by being able to 
master themselves. We Americans, and 
you people of the British Isles, alike, 
need ever to keep in mind that, among 
the many qualities indispensable to the 
success of a great democracy, and sec- 
ond only to a high and stern sense of 
duty, of moral obligation, are self- 
knowledge and self-mastery. There are 
some points on which we must all agree 
if we think soundly. The precise form 
of government, democratic or otherwise, 
is the instrument, the tool, with which 
we work. It is important to have a 
good tool.

time of growth drawing to an end? 
re we, as nations, soon to come un- 
der the rule of that great law of 
death which is itself but part of the 
great law of life. None can tell. 
Forces that we can see and other 
forces that are hidden or that can 
but dimly ‘be apprehended, are at 
work al] around us, both for good 
and for evil. The growth in luxury, 
in love of ease, in taste for vapid 
and frivilous excitement, is both evyi- 
dent and unhealthy. The most omin- 
ous sign is the diminution in the 
birth-rate, and the rate of natural 
increase, now to a larger or lesser 
degree shared by most of the civil- 
ized nations of central and Western 
Europe, of America and Australia: a 
diminution so great that if it contin- 
ues for the next century at the rate 
which has obtained for the last 25 


peoples will be stationary or else 
haye begun to go backward in popu- 
lation, while many of them have al- 
ready gone very far backward. 

‘“‘We need have scant patience with 
that silly cynicism which insists that 
kindliness of character only accom- 
panies weakness of character. On the 
contrary, just as in private life many 
of the men of strongest character ara 
the very men of loftiest and most ex- 
alted morality, so I believe that in na- 
tional life, as the ages go by, we shall 
find that the permanent naticna! types 
will more and more tend towards those 
in which, while the intellect stands high, 
character stands higher; in which 
rugged strength and courage, rugged 
capacity to resist wrongful aggression 
by others, will go hand in hand with 2a 


lotty scorn of doing wrong to others. 
In Type of Great Men, 


“Every modern civilized nation has 
many and terrible problems to solve 
within its own borders, problems that 
arise not merely from juxtaposition of 
poverty and riches. Each nation must 
deal with these matters in its own fash- 
fon, and yet the spirit in which the prob- 
lem is approached must ever be funda- 
mentally the same, 

Standards Are the Same. 

“You belong to a nation which pos- 
sesses the greatest empire upon 
which the sun has ever shone. I be- 
long to a nation which is trying, on 
a scale hitherto unexampled, to work 
out problems of government for, of, 
and by the people, while at the same 
time doing the international duty of 
a great power. But there are certain 
problems which both of us have to 
solve, and as to which our standards 
should be the same. 

“The Englishman, the man of the 
British Isles, in his various homes 
across the seas, and the American, both 
at home and abroad, are brought into 
contact with utterly alien peoples, some 
with a civilization more ancient than 
our own, others still in or having but 
recently arisen from the barbarism 
which our people left behind years ago. 
The problems that arise are of well- 
nigh inconceivable difficulty. 

Must Rule With Justice. 

“In the long run there can be no jus- 
tification for one race managing or con- 
trolling another unless the management 
and control are exercised in the inter- 
est and for the benefit of that other 
race. This is what our peoples have ir 
the main done, and must continue to 
do, in India, Egypt and the Philippines 
alike. 

“In the next place, as regards every 
race, everywhere, at home or abroad, 
we cannot afford to deviate from tho 
great rule of righteousness, which bids 
us treat each man on his worth as a 
nan. 

“He must not be sentimentally fa- 
vored because he belongs to a given 
race; he must not be given immunity 
in wrongdoing, or permitted to cum- 
ber the ground, or given other priv- 
illeges which would be denied to the 
vicious and unfit among ourselves. 
On the other hand, where he acts in 
a way which would entitle him to 
respect and reward if he were of our 
own stock, he is just as much entitled 
to that respect and reward if he 
comes Of another stock, even though 
that other stock produces a much 
smaller proportion of men of his 
type than: does our own. 

“I believe that we of the great civ- 
ilized nations of today have a right to 
feel that long careers of achievement 
lie before our several countries. To each 
of us is vouchsafed the honorable priv- 
lege of doing his part, however smali, 
‘n that work. 

“Let us strive hardily for success, 
even if by so doing we risk failure, 
spurning the poorer souls of small en- 
deavor, who know neither faliure nor 
success. Let us hope that our own blood 
shall continue in the land, that our 
children ana children’s children to end- 
‘es8 generations shail rise to take our 
places and play a mighty and dominant 
part in the world. But whether this be 
denied or granted by the years we shail 
not see, let at least the satisfaction be 
ours that we have carried onward the 
lighted torch in our own day and gen- 
ération. 

“If we do this, then, as our eyes close, 
and we go out into the darkness, and 
other hands grasp the torch, at least we 
can say that our part has been borne 
well and valiantly.”

Southern Italy shortly before dawn to- 
day. Thirty-seven persons are known to 
be dead and much damage was done to 
property, but up to noon it was impos- 
sible to determine the extent of the de- 
vastation. 

In this city little harm was done and 
the only death reported was that of an 
old man who died of fright. The popu- 
lation, however, was terror-stricken. 

Reports from villages throughout the 
province are much more grave. Twenty 
people are reported killed at Calitri, 
which is said to have been badly dam- 
aged. The situation there is distressing.

Ten persons are said to have met 
death at San Sossio, where the sulphur 
waters, with which the district is rich, 
were released from bounds by the dis- 
turbance and flooded the vicinity. From 
the flood noxious gases arose.

morning when the shock was felt 
here. The sleeping town was aroused 
by the shaking of walls, the rattling 
of furniture and the falfMng of 
plaster. In a moment panic had 
seized the 20,000 inhabitants, who 
live in daily fear of a seismic dis- 
aster. 

Half-naked men, women and chil- 
dren fled from their homes scream- 
ing with terror. They had in their 
minds visions of Messina and the 
horror of Reggio. Recently there 
was gossiped about a prediction that 
the approach of Halley’s comet por- 
tended the end of the world. 


Mad Rush for the Open. 

The authorities kept their heads, 
but they could not stay the mad rush 
for the squares and open districts 
outside the city. The wildest con- 
fusion prevailed and the frightened 
ones could not be reasoned with or 
stopped. In the squares hundreds 
threw themselves on their faces and 
implored the mercy of the Almighty. 
Then the religious fervor found ex- 
pression in haif-organized proces- 
sions to the shrine of St. Andrew’s, 
the protector of the town. Others 
climbed to the sanctuary on Monte 
Vergine. 

After several hours of frantic en- 
treaty the authorities succeeded in 
re-establishing a semblance of calm 
and relief squads were organized. 

As is usually the case, the inhab- 
itants refused to. re-enter. their 
homes, fearing that another quake 
would occur. 

Throughout the day the police 
were busy bringing together the 
scattered members of families and 
reassuring the frightened ones. 

Word that the King and Queen 
were en route here on a special train 
served to afford new courage to the 
people and had a good effect in re- 
storing order. 


People Driven From Their Beds. 

The shock occurred at 3:07 this morn- 
ing while the people were stil! in their 
beds. Many houses at Calitri tumbled, 
burying the occupants in the ruins. 

A panic was created at Torre Annun- 
ziata and Torre Del Greco, where the 
populations live in constant fear of an 
eruption from Mount Vesuvius. 

Reports from Basilicata say that the 
shock was felt severely at Potenza. 
Similar reperts come from Paola and 
Catanzaro in the province of Calabrie 
and from Palermo on the northern coast 
of Sicily. 

Troops were dispatched from all quar- 
ters into the affected district as soon 
as the loss of life and property damage

The split between the 
and “‘regulars’’ in the American 
cal Association, which has 
charges of a medical trust, is due to 
difference of opjnion as to the educa- 
tion a man ought to have before he 
studies to become a physician. 

The “regulars” say no one ought to be 
permitted to study medicine until he has 
had a high school education and at least 
two yeirs of collegiate or university 
study, devoted particularly to chemistry, 
biology and other branches looking spe- 
cially to the study of surgery or medi- 
cine. The ‘“‘insurgents’’ say the educa- 
tional qualifications need not be so high, 
and that the restrictions urged would 
result in a dearth of doctors. 

The Carnegie Foundation and Johns 
Hopkins Medical School are leaders in 
the campaign for stricter educational re- 
quirements, Johns Hopkins having start- 
ed it; and its enemies are for the most 
part smaller medical colleges, not affili- 
ated with universities. 

Stephens Defends Colleges. 

Dr. A. F. Stephens. dean of the Amer- 
iean Medical College in St. Louis, de- 
clares that the statements of Abraham 
Flexner. secretary of the Carnegie 
Foundation, are false in so far as they 
charge that the independent medical col- 
leges are turning out quacks. 

“Plexner is one of Carnegie’s hire- 
lings,’ Dr. Stephens said, ‘‘and is asso- 
ciated with a clique in the medical as- 
sociation which wants to wipe out inde- 
pendent colleges. This trust has been 
growing 50 years. It wants to do away 
with Christian Scientists, homeopaths, 
osteopaths and all eclectics. 

“There are 17,000,000 peopie in the 
United States who are treated’ by the 
class of practitioners the trust is try- 
ing to put out of business. A greater 
per cent of graduates of small colleges 
pass the State Board of Examination 
than of graduates from larger colleges.”’ 

Dr. Upshaw Gives Law. 

Dr. I. W. Upshaw, president of the 
Missouri State Board of Health, gave 
out the’ following statement Tuesday rel- 
ative to the controversy: 

“There seems to be a misunderstand- 
ing of the laws governing medical 
schools in the State of Missouri. 

“The State Board of Health has adopt- 
ed a minimum requirement as to course 
of studies and laboratory equipment and 
has the\legal right to enforce it,’’ con- 
tinued Dr. Upshaw. ‘‘The board exam- 
ines each college in the State every year 
as to its clinical facilities and labora- 
tory equipment and unless the same 
comes up to the minimum requirement 
of the board the school is descredited 
and its graduates are not admitted to 
the examinations.”’ 


Flexner Writes of Schoo 
Flexner, in an article on Medical 


Education in America,’ in the current 
Atlantic, gives an interesting history 
of how medicine has been taught, and 
an outline of the plan for better educat- 
ed doctors. In part he says: 

“Quite aside from this history, achiev- 
ments or present merits of any particu- 
lar independent medical school, the cre- 
ation of the type was the fertile source 
of unforeseen harm to medi¢al education 
and to medical practice. 

“First and last, the United States 
and Canada have in little more than a 
century produced 447 medical schools, 
many, of course, short-lived, and rer- 
raps 50 still-born. One hundred and 
fifty-six survive today. Of these, IIli- 
nois, prolific mother of 39 medical col- 
leges, still harbors in the city of Chi- 
cago 14; 42 sprang from the fertile soil 
of Missouri, 10 of them still ‘going’ con- 
cerns. 

Schools Sprang Up Everywhere. 

“These enterprises—for the most part, 
they can be called schools or institutions 
only by courtesy—were frequently set up 
regardless of opportunity or need, in 
small towns as readily as in large, and 
at times, almost In the heart of the wi}- 
derness. No field, however limited, was 
ever effectually pre-empted. Wherever 
and whenever the roster of untitiea 
practitioners rose above half a dozen, a 
medical school was likely at any mo- 
ment to be precipitated. Nothing was 
really essential but professors. 

“The teaching was, except for a little 
anatomy, wholly didactic. The schools 
were essentially private ventures, mon- 
ey-making in spirit and object. Income 
was simply divided among the lecturers, 
who reaped a rich harvest besides 
through the conSultations which the loy- 
alty of their former students threw into 
their hands.”

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THE RAILROADS SURRENDER. 

After their long conference Monday with the 
President of the United States the Western rail- 
road men surrendered. 

The new freight rates agreed upon in defiance 
of law are to be rescinded. After the railroad 
bill upon which Congress is working goes into 
effect the Government suits, no longer necessary, 
will be discontinued and rates may be adjusted 
in an orderly manner as the new law prescribes. 

This result is most satisfactory. It shows 
President Taft busy in his constitutional duty of 


AN ENDLESS CHAIN. 

The defense of the attempt of the railroads to 
increase rates, by President Brown of the New 
York Central, in Monday’s Post-Dispatch, was 
based upon the general rise of prices within the 
past 10 years. He shows that there has been a 
considerable increase in the cost of everything 
that the railroads have had to purchase. 

Cross-ties have risen from 37 to 80 cents; cast- 
iron pipe from $13.50 to $26.50; box cars, $532 
to $920; rails,’from $19 to $28 a ton; wheels, 
from $7.50 to $9.30. Thus the list rung with 
large percentages of increase. 

In wages Mr. Brown says the railroads have 
added to their expenses in the past 10 years 
$225,000,000. Yet there has been practically no 
increase of rates. 

There is one thing lacking in Mr. Brown's 
statement. He does not show the net earnings 
of the roads. The only evidence of earnings he 
submits is the percentages for two years of rail- 
road stock which paid dividends and the per 
cents earned. He says that in 1899 only 40 per 
cent of railroad stock earned the small average 
dividend of 4.96 per cent, and in 1907, a year of 
great prosperity, only 67.27 per cent of the s*ock 
paid 6.23 per cent. The railroad stocks are 
mostly pure ‘water, and if dividends were paid 
upon all the stocks and bonds of railroads, the 
profits would be enormous and the burden on 
the country intolerable. The net earnings are 
the only fair criterion of railroad prosperity. 

Mr. Brown, besides evading the real test of 
railroad profits, left out of account the vast 
increase of traffic and of the capacity of cars 
and the size of trains. In 1880 the railroads in 
the United States carried 350,006,000 tons of 
freight and the gross earnings were $468,000,000; 
in 1890 these figures rose to 701,000,000 tons and 
$740,000,000, and in 1900 the freight carried was 
1,071,000,000 tons and the earnings $1,071,000,000. 
The increase of tonnage and earnings have not 
been accompanied by a proportionate increase in 
the investment or tae cest of transportation. On 
the contrary, the ratio of the expense of moving 
freight to the amount of freight carried has 
steadily declined. Through the increase in the 
size of cars and trains railroads now carry double 
the amount of freight that they did 25 years ago

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KING COTTON. 

The cotton report issued by the Department of 
Agriculture last week indicates that this year’s 
crop will be extremely profitable to the growers. 
There is a reported increase in the acreage of 
about 900,000 acres or 2.8 per cent, and the con- 
dition is nearly i per cent better than it was 
last year and mo:e than 1 per cent better than 
the average for the last ten years. Virginia leads 
in increase, the state’s acreage this year being 
130 per cent cf that last year and the condition 
is 10 per cent above the average. California, with 
no cotton last year, has 18,000 acres this year, 
and the reported condition is the same as Vir- 
ginia’s. 

Missouri this year has 88,000 acres, an increase 
of 5 per cent, and the only states that show de- 
creases are Louisiana, 1 per cent, and Mississippi, 
4 per cent. The condition of Missouri's crop is 
above the average.

FOR MR. TAFT TO EXPLAIN, 
From the New York World. 

Mr. Taft may be right in proclaiming 
Socialism as the great problem that 
confronts the American people. But 
upon what evidence does he ground his 
belief that the Republican party as now 
organized can be trusted to solve that 
problem? 

The startling advance of Socialism in 
the United States has been made durinr 
a period in which the Republican party 
controlled all three of the departments 
of the National Government and was su- 
preme in a majority of the states. — 

In 1892, the year of Mr. Cleveland’s 
second election, 21,164 votes were cast for 
the Socialist-Labor candidate for Presi- 
dent. In 1896 the Socialist-Labor vote 
increased to 39,739 and was still of no po- 
litical importance whatever, in spite of 
the tremendous social and economical 
unrest. 

In 1900 when Mr. McKinley was a can- 
didate for re-election, the Social-Demo- 
crats polled 87,814 votes, and the So- 
cilalist-Labor party polled 39,739. 

In 1904 Mr. Debs’ vote jumped to 402,283, 
while the Socialist-Labor candidate had 
31,249. In 1908 after seven years of 
Rooseveltism, Mr. Debs’ vote increased 
to 420,793, in spite of the candidacy of 
Mr. Bryan and the competition of the 
Independence League. 

Only a few weeks ago Milwaukee 
elected a Socialist Mayor, the first time 
the government of a great American 
city has passed into the hands of that 
party, and this happened while Mr. Taft 
himself? was President. 

DIET AND LABOR,

Japan has long been cited by vege- 
tarians as affording conclusive evidence 
of the efficiency of men, laborers and 
soldiers, fed on a light diet. But it 
should be somewhat confusing to the 
pulse-eaters that the Japanese consume 
great quantities of fish, and that since 
the war with Russia meat has been in- 
troduced into the army and navy ra- 
tions.

cent imperialistic utterances 
changed to concern. He is now engaged 
in substituting what he “‘means’’ for 
what he said, and is exhibiting to Euro- 
peans the evasive side of his charac- 
ter. 

What Mr. Roosevelt ‘‘means,’’ as well 
as what he said and what he did, w4s 
to slur the generous sentiment of sym- 
pathy of a people straggling for liberty 
by calling that sentiment “sentimental- 
ity... What Mr. Roosevelt ‘“‘meant” as 
the antithesis of such sentiment or 
“‘sentimentality’’ was just what he said 
in so many spoken and pointed words. 

He said at the Guild Hall: ‘‘Sentimen. 
tality will’ do more harm than vio- 
lence.”’ Obviously, then, Mr. Roosevelt 
said and ‘“‘meant” that antitheses of 
sentimentality were violence and injust- 
ice and that violence and injustice were 
preferable to sentimentality. 

The statement is of kindergarten 
simplicity and is impossible of miscon- 
ception or misrepresentation. The 
statement was meant to be and possibly 
may be agreeable to that portion of the 
English people who are anxious to find 
some plausible moral or political excuse 
for their occupation and domination of 
Egypt. 

The statement is not, 
thetically received by Americans, who 
believe in liberty and who but lately 
went to war to free Cuba from the ‘‘vio- 
lence and injustice’’ of Spain. .In that 
war Mr. Roosevelt played a noisy, al 
though unimportant part, and his pres- 
ent attitude therefore would be unim- 
portant, except for the fact that the 
man’s whole career is an example of 
time-serving inconsistency, of words at 
variance with his acts and acts at va- 
riance with his words. No great con- 
sistency can be expected of the singu- 
larly inconsistent man who publicly de- 
nounced Harriman at the very time he 
was inviting Harriman in private let- 
ters to come to Washington and re- 
view his presidential message. 


Repudiates American Principles. 

But Rooseveit’s speech is more im- 
portant than Roosevelt. If it were 
not it would hardly be worthy of dis- 
cussion at all. Roosevelt's speech is a 
declaration in favor of imperialism, in 
favor of greater force and repression in 
England's governmental methods; is a 
direct and expressed advocacy of a sub- 
ject state by a foreign power. It is an 
argument for government not only with- 
out representation, but for government 
without the consent of the governed—a 
plea even for government by force in 
defiance of sentiment. It is a. repudia- 
tion not only of the principles of repub- 
licanism generally, but of the funda- 
mental principles of our American re- 
public. 

Particularly and specifically it a 
definite denial of the declarations of 
Washington and Jefferson and Lincoln, 
and of every great Democratic or Re- 
publican American statesman. 

It is an insult to the followers of 
O'Connell, of Rousseau, of Mazzini, of 
Kossuth and Kosciusko, who have gone 
to America to find in that land of lib- 
erty the realization of their ideals. 

It is an assertion that American 
ideals of a free and independent govern- 
ment are wrong and that curopean 
ideas of arbitrary rule and foreign dom- 
ination are right.

Roosevelt is constantly referred to in 
the papers which receive the Roosevelt 
press service as the Diaz of the United 
States, and recently a certain diplomat 
of consequence and of apparent sanity 
in other maters told me that he had 
been informed that the Constitution of 
the United States would be so changed 
as to allow Roosevelt to continue in- 
definitely in office. 
These Europeans know but little 
of the United States, and the Roose- 
velt literary bureau has taken ad- 
vantage of that

nobles dependent upon the favors of 
monarchies and empires, and they 
are convinced through their associa- 
tions of the superiority of the per- 
sonal government and an imperial- 
istic policy.

Europe, therefore, is pleased to hear 
Roosevelt approve of imperialism and 
urge even greater and severer im- 
perialism. Europe is pleased to hope 
that America is abandoning its 
democracy, its ideas of liberty and 
equality, its policy of opportunity for 
all men. 

The misconception of Roosevelt's 
importance and position is due, as I 
Say, to the activity of his literary 
bureau, which makes this speech of 
hif seem almost an authoritative an- 
nouncement of the abandonment of 
America of its historic policies. 

We in America know Roosevelt and 
know better. We have often gone 
out to see this particular reed shaken 
by the wind. We have come back 
amused, if not edified. We are famil- 
iar with Roosevelt’s whole  sky- 
rocket career from Police Commis- 
Sloner to President and down again. 
We know the facts of his prorhenade 
up Kettle Hill—not San Juan Hill. 
We know how he was rescued from a 
ridiculous if not a perilous position 
by the negro troops. We know how 
he afterward repaid these negro 
troops by maligning them in his 
book. We know his own description 
of his one heroic exploit of shooting 
a Spaniard in the back. 

Questions Election as Governor. 

We know, too, that when Roosevelt 
came home and ran for Governor as a 
‘war hero” he was elected by the nar- 
rowest margin given a Republican can- 
didate in New York State in many 
years. We know that even so, Odell 
has been heard to say that he pur- 
loined the election for Roosevelt and 
that Roosevelt was aware of it. 

_ We know that — Roosevelt was first 








made President by the death of McKin- 
ley and was then re-elected through the 
nomination by the Democrats of Judge 
Parker, admittedly the most unpopular 
man who ever ran upon the Democratic 
ticket. 

We know that Roosevelt's second 
term grew continually in disappoint- 
ment and ended in disaster; that he 
found the country at the height of pros- 
perity and after a period of bluster and 
bravado left it in the depths of ad- 
versity. 

W'e know that Roosevelt possesses a 
certain rather large and long following 
who do not distinguish between panics 
and prosperity, between empty promise 
and actual performance. But we know 
that the vast majority of American 
citizens are too intelligent to be fooled 
all the time, and are able to understand 
and appreciate Roosevelt's inconsistency 
and insincerity. 

We remember the “Dear Maria’’ let- 
ters and realize that Roosevelt at. one 
time attacked the Protestants as bigots 
and at another time rushed into print 
to air his differences with the Pope.

We remember the “Dear Harrtman”’ 
letters and realize that Roosevelt's as. 
saults upon the trusts were largely 
blackmail to be compromised and com- 
pounded in favor of such trusts as the 
Sugar Trust, which would support him 
politically. 

We realize that his legislation was 
largely ineffective, and remember that 
his main administration measure, the 
bill to regulate the railroads, was 
drawn up by Congressman Hepburn, a 
gentleman who had been hanged in ef- 
figy by his own constituents for too 
great friendliness to railroads. 

We know that while Roosevelt was 
attacking the corporations his political 
campaign managers,were soliciting con- 
tributions from the corporations. 

We know that while Roosevelt was de- 


nouncing Standard Oil he was receiv- 


ing Mr. Archbold of the Standard Oil, 
corresponding with Mr. Archbold and 
making appointments and promotions 
at Mr. Archbold’s request.

Ashamed Americans abroad can lift 
their heads again when Europe once 
more realizes that America still stands 
for liberty and justice for all people, 
for equality and opportunity for all 
men; that the great American republic, 
which so long has been the hope and 
refuge and the inspiration of the op- 
pressed of all nations, has not reversed 
its steps, has not become a dull and 
plodding follower of the tollsome part 
of European imperialism, but is still 
the bold and loyal leader in the senti- 
ment, in the enlightenment and in the 
advancement of the world.
